DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-4 and 8-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are allowable for the same reasons noted in the Office Action dated 
5/23/201 1. Additionally, Applicant has brought forth foreign reference, WO 2000/77826 to Van 
Den Nieuwenhuizen et al. This reference fails to anticipate or render obvious the limitations of 
claim 1 of the present application. Claim 1 requires "the wound portion is wound substantially 
spirally at least 0.5 turns in a range from a 2nd reference plane to a 3rd reference plane, and a 
closed loop around one of the light emitting part and the first sealing part does not exist within 
the range." Figure 3 of Van Den Nieuwenhuizen shows a closed loop to exist within this range. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Claims 5-7 are allowed. Claims 5-7, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result 
of a restriction requirement, require all the limitations of an allowable claim.
